The editor, encouraged by the ale o 
two large impreſſions of THE CHEST 
our, reſpectfully offers this third editi 
to the Public, embelliſhed with_ neat En 
gravings of the antient E£asT GATE, th 
. BRIDGE GATE, the outward CASTLE Ga! 
and THE BARRS; In order to perpetuat: 
the memory of thoſe antient defence 
to this City; to which is added a pe 
ſpective View of the CATHEDRAL, 
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HE antient eirr or „si 
which Prolemy calls Devnanna, | 
and Antoninus, Dzva, from the river 
on the banks of Which it ſtands: the 
Britons, CAER LeG10N, CAER Lazow 
FawR, Carr LLEON ar, DpyrR Dy, 
that is, the camp of the great legion 
on the Des; it is now called CHESTER, 
or Wesr Cnrs rx, from its weſterly 
ſituation. I is Gtuate in weſt longi- 
tute, 20 degrees; 23 minutes; and in 
latitude, 53 degrees, 25 nlinutes; and 
1 miles from Lone. 1.5 % 
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Carsrer was a place of great con- 
ſequence in the time of the Romans, 


and to them we owe the art of Cheeſe- 


making. The famous twentieth legion, 
ſtiled Valeria, and Victrix, being pla- 
ced here, after the defeat of Boadicea, 
by Suetonius; Julius Agricola formed a 


colony here, and called it Colonia Devana. 
There have been ſeveral Roman altars 
found here; one now in the poſſeſſion 


of Mr. Dyſon, erected by Flavius Lon- 


guss, tribune of the victorious twentieth 


legion, and his fon Longinus, in honour 
of the emperors Diocletian and Maxi- 
mian. Another was diſcovered in 1653, 
(now at Oxford) inſcribed to Jupiter. 
The Statue of Mitbras, in the poſ- 
ſeſſion of the late Rev. Mr. Praſcot, 


was found here fome years ago, and 


a beautiful altar, hypocauſt, and other 
Roman antiquities were ure in the 
Latch field in 1779. f 


Ihe Coins of Veſpaſian, Trajan, Hod.

rors have been diſcovered here. The

the ſalubrity of the air, the ſingular con- 
venience of the Rows, the delightful plea- 
ſantneſs of the walls, and the proſpects 


of the adjacent country; merits the no- 
tice of the man of taſte, claims the at- 


tention of, the antiquary, and courts the 


admiration, of the ſtranger. 
Ihe city is of a ſquare form, which evin- 

ces its, Origin to have been Roman, being 
in the figure of their camps; with four 
gates facing the four points; four princi- 


pal 


* 
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pal ſtreets, and variety of leſſer, croſſing 


the other at right angles, dividing the 
whole into leſſer fquares. 

The gates were formerly placed under 
the protection of certain great men, Who 
held lands within the County Palatine. | 

The Eaſt Gate was held by the Earls 
of Oxford. The Weſt or Watergate, by the 


Earls of Derby. The North Gate by the 
Chief Magiſtrare. - And the South, or Bridge 


Gate by 2 — Earls of Shrewſbury. 
A ſuite of rooms are yet reſerved in 
a houſe near the Bridge Gate, for the re- 
ception of the Earl of Shrewſbury. 
Each Earl appointed a ſerjeant of mace 
to attend the Mayor. Mr. Crewe of Crewe 
who lately diſpoſed of his property. of the 
Eaft Gate, ſtill retains his right of ap- 
pointing a ſerjeant of mace. The Earl 


of Derby ſold his property of the Mater 
gate to the Corporation. 


The ſtructure of the four principal 


ſtreets is without parallel; they run direct 


from eaſt to weſt, and north to ſouth, 


and were excavated out of the earth, and 
funk many feet below the ſurface; and 


were once conſiderably deeper, as the Ro- 
man pavement 1s often diſcovered at the 


depth of four feet beneath the modern.

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Probably, 3 the preſent pavements 


were laid, all the aſhes, foil, building- rub- 


biſh, and other <dventitious. matter, being 
ſuffered to remain in the ſtreets, might 


occaſion their preſent elevation. The ve- 


ry great benefit which the farmers find 
in laying the manure, collected in the 
ftreets, upon the land, has been one means 
of keeping great towns cleaner, and con- 
ſequently more wholeſome, than they were 


formerly; for within che memory of per- 
ſons hving, farmers were uſed to receive 
a ſhilling for carrying a load of muck 
from out of this city, at preſent 2 pay 
for it half a crown a load. | 


The carriages are driven far below the 


level of the kitchens, on a line with ran- 


ges of ſhops, over which paſſengers 'walk | 
in galleries, which are called 7% Rows, 
in which are ranges of ſhops, and ſteps to 
decend into the ſtreet. They are com- 


modious for tranſacting retail buſineſs, 
accommodating the people with a ſecu- 


rity from wet, or heat, and affording a 
fine dry walk of coakderable extent to 
the aged and infirm. 

Cheſter may appear to a ſtranger to be 


bor chinly inhabited; becaule whilſt he 
walks in the Row, he does not ſee the

That the inhabitants of Chen: ſhould 
have near an equal chance of living to 
twice the age of the inhabitants in Len-

In Owen Glendower's 
Wars, this city was a Place d Armes. In 
1459, Henry VI. with Queen Margaret, and 
hier ſon Edward, made a viſit here, and beſ- 
towed little Silver Swans on the Cheſhire 
Gentlemen, who eſpouſed her cauſe. 
Henry VII. and his Queen came here in 
1493. In the year 1617, Edward Button, 
Mayor, preſented King James I. with a gilt 
cup, and in it a hundred Jacobins of Gold, 
From this time nothing particular happen- 
eg, till the city was involved in the cala- 
mities of a ſiege, in conſequenee of its loy- 
alty to Charles I. The ſiege continued twen-

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ty weeks, and the beſieged having been 
reduced to eat horſes dogs, and cats, yield- 
ed the city on February the third, 1645-6, 
on terms that did them great Honour. 


K. William viſited this city in the year 1690. 


here was a mint for the coinage of ſilver, 
in the reign of King William III. and by an 
act then paſſed, Cheſter was one of the ſix 
cities in England, where an Aſſay Maſter was 
appointed. This city had for ſeveral cen- 
turies public ſtews, or brothels, which were. 


permitted by the legiſlature, and the hou- _ 
| ſes were diſtinguiſhed by having the fronts 


white-waſhed, and their ſigns painted on the 


walls; they were ſuppreſſed in 1542.

THE WALLS: 


The WaLLs, which we ſhall now give a 
ſhort account of, are the only entire ſpeci- 
men of antient fortification now in the King- 
dom. They are built on a ſoft freſtone 
rock, high above the circumjacent country; 
are one mile three quarters, and a hun- 
dred and one yards in circumference, and 
kept in excellent repair by the Murage Du- 
ties, the moſt conſiderable of which is, a

The beautiful and extenſive view, 
over a fine flat country, interſperſed with 
gentlemen's ſeats, and vilages, is termina- 
ted by the Foreſt of Delamere. The lofty 
tower which ſtands at the angle, is call 
ed the Phenix tower, and is uſed by ſome. 
of the companies of the city, as a chamber 
for N The Phwnix, - the creſt o 
the Painter Stainer's company, is placed on 
the front, with the arms of che other com- 
panies.

From the leads of this tower, R. e | 
I. had the mortification to ſee his Army 
under Sir Marmaduke Langdale routed by 
General Points, at the battle of Rowron 
Moor. There are few places that afford a 
finer proſpect, looking eaſt, or weſt, than 
is ſeen from that part of the walls over 


the Northgate. Proceeding weſterly, is an

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en proſpect over che navigation lands, 
of the hills in Flintſbire, and Denbighſhire ; 
on the ſides of which are beautifully diſtri- 
buted, churches, caſtles, gentlemen's 
ſeats, and villages. The river Dee runs 
between Flintſhire and the hundred of Wir- 
ral, which forms a part of the north 
y.ew. The large projecting tower at the 
angle, is called the Vater Tower, which 
formerly jutted into the channel of the 
river, and to its ſides the veſſels were 
uſed to be faſtened by iron rings, infixed 
in the ſtone. This tower was built in 1320, 
and was by contract finiſhed, - for the ſum. 
of one hundred pounds, by John Helpſtone 
a maſon. 

The 1 raveller is entertained in a long 
walk, on the weſt fide of the City, by 
views of the ſhipping and port; the /nfir- 
mary; the Roodee, where the races are run; 
the old Nun's gardens, the New Gaol, and 
the Caſtle; the Cauſeway, at the bridge, 
which forms a fine caſcade, and the view of 
the hanging gardens, on the banks of the 
Dee, are particularly beautiful. The eaſt

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The CoxroRATITION of Cheſter conſiſts of a 
Mayor, Recorder, two Sheriffs, Twenty- 
tour Aldermen, and forty Common- council 
men, twoof which are Leave-lookers, whoſe 
buſineſs it is, to inform of all perfons, that. 
are not free of the city, and exerciſe any trades 
within its liberties. We find as early as 
1297, that ſimilar officers were elected, un- 
der the name of Cuſtos guild mercator; and 
who diſcharged the ſame function. The 
two ſenior Alcermen are Murengers, who 
receive the murage duties, The Mayor 
has the power of life and death, within his 
own juriſdiction ; there are twoTreaſurers, 
who are generally the next in ſucceſſion to 
the Mayor. There are aSword bearer, Mace. 
| bearer, Yeoman, Crier, four Serjeants at 
mace, and a Porter that attends the Mayor, 
Eduard I. granted the Citizens, great 
privileges, which Edward III. confirmed, 
and made great additions to. Richard II. 
granted them Murage duties, and other Im- 
munities. Henry VII. granted the city a new 
Charter, and ſeveral of it's moſt valuable 
privileges: He ſeperated it from the Coun- 
ty, and its juriſdiction is now called, the 
County of the City of © Chefter; and for the 
greater honour of Cheſter, he granted the 
e „„ 
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following Arms; half the Lions of England, 
and half the Coat of Ranulph III. conjoined 
in Pale. Q Elizabeth, and K. James I. 
confirmed all their former Charters. | 
There have been two very expenſive Law 
ſuits, carried on againſt the Corporation; 
by writs of Mandamus to ſhew cauſe why 
they elect Aldermen and common Council 
men amongſt themſelves, and not by the 
Freemen at large. Theſe diſputes were finally 
ſettled by the Houſe of Lords, in eſtabliſhing 
the Charter of Henry VII. in the year 
1793, and each party paid their own coſts, 
Ihe liberties of the city, preſcribed by 
Edward the black Prince, extend weſtward, 
from a place called Iron Bridge, 
or in old Deed, Heron Bridge, (on the 
road to Eaton, - ) acroſs the Wrexham turn- 
pike road down to the Leach; then croſſing 
Saliney Marſh, near the ſecond mile ſtone, 
and the river, lead up to Blacon Point ; and 
along the courſe of the old river, turning 
up to Stone Bridge; and along the brook ſide 
croſs the Parkgate road, and lead up to Beach 
Pool; and by the fide of the brook lead to 
Flookers Brook; then croſſing the Canal, and 
the two tyrnpike roads to London; lead 
down to the river fide, oppoſite to Iron 
Wedges making 1 in the whole about the com- 
| paſs 
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Paſs of eight miles. The port of Cheſter 
extends down to the end of #7rral, and the 
Coroner of the city executes his AP: there, 
When occaſion requires.

The Weſt, or Watergate Street, is in 
length about 429 yards, and about 11 yards 
in breadth. On the right hand ſide is Gorff 
Lane, which has no paſſage through now ;

Northgate Street, near the Fiſh Shambles. 

A little below is Crook's Lane, in which 
is the Preſbyterian meeting houſe, and a

is Trinity Lane, at the end of which ſtands 
the church, dedicated to the Holy Trinity, 


Oppoſite is Weaver's Lane. 


Adjoining to the church is His Majeſty's 
Cuſtom Houſe, where attendance is given, 
from nine o'clock in the morning, till two 
in the afternoon ; holy-days excepted. 

.. Cloſe to the cuſtom houſe is Lower Lane, 


or New Linen Hall Street. Oppoſite is Ni- 


cholas Street. Near this place, was a houſe 
of Grey Friars, which was as antient as the 
time of K. Henry III. Speed ſays it was found- 
ed by K. John, and places the church in 
the field where the New Linen Hall ſtands ; 
Mr. Heſeth's late wine vaults were a part of 
the houſe and were lately taken down. 
A little below is the New Linen Hall, 


built by the Jriſb linen merchants in the 


year 1778. It is a handſome brick build-

ing, and contains 111 ſhops, encloſing a 
ſpacious Area. 

In the lower part of the field, where 
the hall is built, in the year 1779, in form- 
ing foundations for a row of houſes, ad- 
joining to the Watergate, were diſcovered, 


very little below the ſurface, the remains 


of a Roman Hypocauſt, and Sudatory, buried 
in their own ruins, beſides which, was part 


of a Teſera ted pavement, and an elegant 
Roman Altar, dedicated to the God #/cu- 
lapius; by a ſtandard bearer of the Legio 
Auguſta, or ſecond Legion. The inſeripti- 
on is rendered imperfett by the violence uſ- 


ed in getting it up. 


The Hypacauſt conſiſted of the Gries num- 


ber of like formed pillars, to thoſe which are 


to be ſeen near the Feathers Inn, * 
The Sudatory ſtood lower down, much 


| nearer the gate; the upper floor of which 
was ſupported by rwenty-four pillars, com-

NORTHGATE STREET. 


Northgate Street is in length about 440 
yards, the entrance was for many years, 


much incommoded by a projection of thopy, 
> 7,48 ks hs, which 
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which ſupported an antient building, called 
the Inner Pentice, and rendered it very dan- 
gerous for paſſengers, at fairs and public 
times; but by a voluntary ſubſcription of 
three hundred pounds by the inhabitants, 
they were taken down, and the entrance is 
now commodious. On the right hand fide 
| ſtands the THEATRE ROYAL, which was for- 
merly a Chapel, dedicated to St. Nicholas, 
and afterwards uſed as a common hall. It 
is a very neat and well finiſhed houſe; 
plays are performed three times a week du- 
ring the ſtay of the company, which may 
in Feneral be ſaid to be as good as any 
country company of comedians in the 
Kingdom. The daily market for fiſh and 
vegetables, is held in the ſquare oppoſite 
to the exchange, which is as well ſupplied, 
and as cheap as in any part of England. 
The Excyance is a large handſome pile, 
ſupported by five columns in the center, 
and has a row of ſhops on the weſt ſide. 
It was built about the year 1698, in the 
Mayoralty of Colonel Robert Whitley, who 
gave his tolls towards defraying the expen- 
ces of the building. The length is 126 
feet and the breadth 46 feet. The courts 
of Juſtice are held in a large commodious 
common hall over the Exchange, which is 
adorned with the following portraits.

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lons, and debtors; and was one of the four 
gates, always entruſted to the care of the 


chief Magiſtrate.

There is 


no allowance here for felons, and that to 
debtors is very trifling. Tolls are taken here, 


as likewiſe at the other three gates. 


Crofling the canal, which runs cloſe to the 


gaol, you enter Furiber Northgate Street; on 
the left hand ſtands the Blue coat Hoſpital, 
and the chapel dedicated to St. John Baptiſt;

The ſouth, or Bridge Street, is an open

The 
houſe at preſent occupied by Mr. Britain, 
was formerly the moſt capital Inn, and 
perhaps the only one in the eity ; known 
by the ſign of the Blue Poſts, and was the 
ſcene of a remarkable tranſaction. 

In the year 1558, Dr. Cole being ap- 
pointed by Queen Mary one of the com- 
miſſioners for proſecuting the proteſtants 
in Jreland; whilſt the Doctor was at Che/- 
ter, he was waited on by the Mayor, to 
whom he communicated the buſineſs thar 
he was going about; and taking a leather 
box out of his cloak-bag, ſaid, Here his 4 
Commiſſion that ſhall laſh the Hereticks of Ire- 
land.

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and that of no very antient date, ſtood on 
the north ſide of this lane, near the old 
Common Hall, which when entire, ſur- 
rounded a ſquare, and communicated with 
Watergate Street. It was founded by Sir 


Thomas Egerton, Lord Chancellor of 


England, and Chamberlain of Cheſter. 
On the 5th of November, 1772, this place 


was the ſcene of a dreadful calamity : The 


firſt.floor was engaged by George Williams, 


a Puppet-ſhow man; and at the moment 
he was exhibiting to a very full audience, 
by ſome unknown accident, eight hun- 
dred pounds weight of gunpowder, which 


was lodged in a cellar, or warehouſe be- 


neath, took fire, and blew up three ſto- 


ries. Twenty three people perifhed, and 
eighty-three were much burat, bruiſed, 


and received broken and diſlocated limbs, 
of which number only three died, and 
thoſe with locked jaws.“

The ' Monaſtery of St. Michael is mention- 
ed in the charters of Roger the conftable, 
and Henry II. to the canons of Norton. Op- 
poſite to St. Bridget s church is Pepper Street, 
which leads to Newgate Street; oppoſite to 
which is Cuppin's Lane, (from a cupping- 
houſe or bagnio being formerly in that lane)

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In the pariſh of St. Martin was a convent 
of Benedifine nuns, dedicated to St. Ma- 
bf and is ſuppoſed to have originated from 
th: monaſtery of St. John, or was a re- 
lique of one of the old nunneries belonging 
to St. Werburgh. This (with other religi- 
ous houſes) was ſuppreſſed in 1537. The 
revenues were, according to Dugdale, ſixty- 
fix pounds, eighteen ſhillings, and four- 
pence, to Speed, ninety-nine pounds, fix- 
teen ſhillings, and two-pence. The church 
was twenty-two yards long, and fifteen 
broad, and ſupported in the middle by

It was a magnificent 
building, near ninety feet in length, and 
forty-five in breadth ; the height very aw- 
ful, and worthy the ſtate apartment of the 
firſt Norman Earl, Hugh Lupus, who re- 
quired a hall ſuitable to the greatneſs of 
his hoſpitality. Adjoining to this hall was 
the court of Exchequer, or Court of Chan- 
.cery, of the county palatine of Cheſter.

— Through this poſtern ſeems to have been 
the common paſſage over the river Dre 
before the building of the bridge, (which 
is ſuppoſed to have been built by Ezbelfz- 
da;) either by means of a boat at high 
water, or by fording it at low, the river 
being very ſhallow here. In the field on 
the oppoſite ſide of the river, called Zdgar's 


field, the rock is cut down, and there are 


veſtiges of a road which formerly led to Bo- 
mum, the preſent Bangor. HTS 

In the front of a rock in this field, is 
cut a rude figure of the Dea armigera, Mi- 
'NERVA with her bird and altar. Here were 
formerly ſome antient buildings whoſe ſite 
is marked - by certain hollows ; for the 


ground (probably over the vaults)gave way 


and fell in, within the remembrance . of 
perſons now alive. Tradition calls the ſpot 
the ſite of the palace of Edgar, from whence 
he was rowed in the year 973 by eight tri- 
butary Kings, to the monaſtery of St. John 
Baptiſt, and back again to his palace. = 
Paſs under the city walls and bridge gate 

' (which was formerly the gate held by the 

Earls of Shrewſbury) to the bridge. At 
this end of the bridge are the Corn Mills, 
which with the Cauſeway, were the works 
of Hugh Lupus, and retained to the ſuc- 


ceeding Earls of Cheſter of the royal line. 
| They 
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They were leaſed in 1355 by Edward the 
black Prince, at the annual rent of one 
hundred and ninety pounds. The inhabi- 
ants were then obliged to grind at theſs 
mills, except the tenants of the Abbot 
of St. Werburgb, and in after times of the 
Dean and Chapter, who had a. mill of 
their own at Beach Pool, about a mile from 
4 the city. 

They were granted for life to Sir Howel 
y Fwyal, for his valour in taking Jobn, K. 
of France priſoner, at the battle of Poictoiers; 
here are alſo the water-works, which by 
an engine ſupply the city with water, for 
which the inhabitants pay the proprietors 


or their conſumption. 
AKs large octagonal tower lately ſtood above 
the gate, it was built in the year 1600, and 
was intended, by raiſing» the water to a 
ciſtern at the top, to have conveyed it in 
pipes, to all parts of the city: But this did 
not anſwer the purpoſe, and it has been 
taken down. The lane on the right hand 

leads to the ſkinner's houſes, where a very 
extenſive. trade is carried on. 
There was likewiſe an outward: gate on the 
Handbridge ſide, which had a narrow paſſage 
made through the maſonry, ſufficient only

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to admit of one 8 at a time. The 
frequent attacks made upon this part of the 
city by the Welſb ſeem to have rendered this 
caution neceſſary. Between the two anti- 
ent round towers, was placed the plume of 
feathers, the sADOR of the victorious black

Each held a ſcroll 
in one hand, with the name inſcribed ; but
